He has the Supreme Court on his side, 
however, and is merely stating a well- 
known provision of the Constitution when 
he says that any State in which the ne- 
groes are deprived of the right to vote 
should be deprived of representation in 
Congress for its colored population. 


But here again the Supreme Court 
steps in and says this provision 
has reference to State acts in 


the shape of laws denying the right of 
suffrage to negroes, and has no reference 
whatever tothe acts of lawless individuals 
for which the State and community at 
large cannot be held responsible. 

Still Gen. SHERMAN seems to be about 
as well posted as his brother, Senator 
SHERMAN, who talks about putting the 
entire control of the election of Congress- 
men and presidential electors in the 
hands of the Federal Government, and 
does not seem to know that an amend- 
ment of the Constitution would be ſ re- 
quired to make his scheme practicable. 

The Constitution as it now stands gives 
each State Legislature exclusive authority 
over the manner of choosing the State’s 


presidential electors and exclusive au- 


thority to prescribe the qualifications of 
electors for members of Coneress and to 
determine whether its members of Con- 
gress shall be elected by the State at large 
or by districts. This authority would | 
completely nullify the Federal control 
which Senator SHERMAN favors.

JEFFERSON BARRACK*’ REAL EVILS. 

The intimation coming from the War 
Department, in connection with the ap- 
pointment of a court of inquiry to inves- 
tigate Jefferson Barracks, that the Bar- 
racks may be removed on account of the 
unhealthiness of the location, strikes any- 
one familiar with the place as an ab- 
surdity devised to deceivé the court. 

It is stated that the unhealthiness arises 
from the natural position and proximity 
to the river of the Barracks. And to this 
unhealthiness, itis suggested, is due the 
frequency of desertion by recruits. The 
truth is the Barracks are beautifully sit- 
uated. The place was selected by Gen. 
R. E. Lex on account of its command- 
ing position and the promise which the 
situation gave of exceptional healthful- 
ness.

The court of inquiry may 
properly look into sanitary conditions 
but the members should not allow the 
foolish suggestion mentioned to divert 
them from the main point of the investi- 
gation. Charges of bad and insufficient 
food, cruelabuse and improper medical 
attendance have been made against the 
authorities of the Barracks. They are 
amply sufficient to cause unhealthiness 
and the desperate discontent which drives 
recruits to suicide and desertion. 

The removal of these evils and of the 
men who create them will obviate all 
necessity of removing the Barracks from 
their present fine location.

Battle 
f & Oo., the chemists, 
Mi/ trade-marked the word 
b> ‘Bromidia’’ for a com- 
pound made by them to 
cure uu. es and nervousness. They ad- 
vertised it freely and crested quite a demand 
for it. Hearing that a numberof drugzists 
were selling drugs they calied Bromidia when 
asked for it by their patrons, Battle & Oo. in- 
vestigated and arrested about twenty-five 
druggists ona charge of infringing on the 
trade mark. The charge was made under the 
United States Statutes of 18% passed by Con- 
gress. Several druggists entered a plea of 
guilty and on payment of a fine were dis- 
charged. About eighteen others employed John 
M §Holmes to deiend them and fight the case, 
Holmes entered a demurrer to the indictment 
against Augustave Koch, one of the draggists, 
claiming the law or the penal part of it en- 
acted by Congress, was not valid or in force 
and that the defendants could not be punished 
under it for infringement. Itis on this ques- 
tion inthe demurrer Judge Brewer renders 
his decision: 
“This is an indictment under the trade- 
mark statutes of the United States,’’ he says. 
The history of the trade-mark legislation 
is this: In 1870 Congress passed a statute pro- 
viding for the registration of trademarks—a 
statute general in its operation. In 1876 it 
passed another statute imposing penalties for 
trespass upon rights obtained by the register- 
ing of trade-marks. Under those statutes 
INDICTMENTS WERE FOUND 
and ona certificate of division of power be- 
tween the District:and Circuit Judges cases 
came tothe Supreme Court, and in what is 
known as the trademark case reported in 100 
United States, 82, of the the Supreme Court 
decided that the act of 1860 was beyond the 
power of Congress. It suggested in the 
opinion that under the commerce clause 
perhaps Congress had the power 
to legislate with reference to 
trademarks used in commerce between this 
country and foreign nations, between the 


States and with the Indian tribes. Immedl- 
ately thereafter zhe act of 1881 was passed by 
Congress providing for the registering of 
trade-marks which might be used in foreign 
commerce and commerce with the Indian 
tribes. It did not re-enact the pena! staiute of 
1876, and the act of 1881 contains no direct 
reference to that penal statute. Now the con- 
tention of the Government is that, although 
the act ot 1870 had no existence—never had 
any—having been declared beyond the power 
of Congress, and that although, by reason of 
that fact, the penal statute of 1876 had nothing 
upon which it could operate, yet it stood asa 
valid enactment suspended in operation, 
when it was vivified and became an act im- 
posing penalties for trespass upon rights 
given by the act of 1881. In the trade-mark 
cases, Mr. Justice Miller closed the opinion of 
the court with some reference to the penal 
statute of 1876, and his language is this: 
‘While we have in our references in 
this opinion to the trade-mark iegisiation 
of Congress bad mainly in view the act of 
1870, and the civil remedy which that act pro- 
vides, it was because the criminal offenses de- 
scribed in the act of 1876 are, by their express 
terms, solely referable to frauds, counterfeits 
and unlawful use of trade-marks which were 
registered under the provisions of the former 
act. Ifthat act is unconstitutional, so that 
the registration under it confers no lawful 
right, then the criminal enactment intended 
to protect that right falls with it.’ Justice 
Miller’s language is general, comprehensive, 
and it taken in ita ordinary meaning and 
as respectinga matter then rightfuliv before, 
and rightfully passed upon by the Supreme 
Court, it is a decision of that court that the 

enal act of 1876 fell with the civil.act of 1870. 

ut itis contended by counsel that the lan- 
guage does not require such interpretation. 
‘hat all that was pending, and, therefore, all 
that was meant to be deeided was that the 
penal act had then no force, nothing to act 
upon, because thecivil act which it was passed 
to uphold has no existence.
